A Petition of Us/her St. George, Eſq; and of John Gal- 
lagher, Gent. Mark Thomas, George Cottnam, Hugh Ha- 
nagan, and Bryan Lee, Farmers, and Tenants to the ſaid 
St. George; was preſented to the Houſe and read, ſetting 
forth, that in the Year, One thouſand ſeven hundred and thirty 
one, the Right Honourable the Lord Sr. George," Grandfather 
of the Petitioner Us/her St. George became a Purchaſer under 
a Decree of the High Court of Chancery, of the Lands of 
Agbnamure, Ardnaſallagh, Maherymore, and other Lands in 
Eyre Connaught, which lie Weſt of the Lake of Corrib in 
the County of Galway, and paid as a Conſideration for the 
ſaid Purchaſe, the Süm of Six Thouſand.
